within

scope of the law to patients 
being 
attended personally. It a L o is poin­ 
ted out that d ru g s are to he

required o f transient merchants. 
The d e c is i o n is made in reversing 
the Bosey circuit court for holding

f o r conducting a tem porary sale at 
the town of Haubstadt, in

at a small town fo r a week or more 
and conduct a -ale, giving musical 
entertainment- and

their

The entry list showed that a total 
ol1 05 schools and 322 athletes were 
entered in the contest for the high 
school track championship of IIoos- 
ierdoni. The entries 
outnumbered 


last year hy 23 schools and 114 
men. 


Of the number entered, more than 


fifty schools were represented when 
Referee 
Lightbody 
of 
Chicago, 


started the meet The entries show- 
ed moreover a representative gath- 
ering of the high school athletes of 
Indiana. Some of the best 
track 


men in the state were here and, 


with a good track, records were ex- 
pected to be smashed 
in 
several 


events. 


Report dopesters varied widely in 


their predictions as to the result of 
the meet. This was doe to the fact 
of a lack of basis for any sort of 
dope. It is well known in track 
athletics that 
schools that 
show 


poorly in a dual meet may have one 
or two stars that can swing a large 
number of points to their school in 
a big meet such as today's. 


From the fifty schools, a quartet 


stands out as almost certain lead- 
ers. 
These high schools are Wash- 


ington, winner of-the state meet last 
year and by far the strongest team 
in South Central Indiana meet held 
last 
Saturday; 
Crawfordsville, 


champions of the state in 1912, and 
winner of the Central Indiana meet; 
Kokomo, the leaders in the state 
meet four years ago; and Burnett's 
Creek, one of 
the 
smallest 
high 


schools entered in the meet, 
but 


mighty in brawn and speed. 


As runners-up, the high 
schools 


of Gary, Evausville, Petersburg, La- 
porte, Evansville, Sheridan, Nobles- 
ville, Browiisburg, 
and 
Fail-mount 


Academy looked good, 
and 
each 


stands a chance of going in and 
capturing the high schools honors. 
In fact, of the fifty or more schools 
competing, none can be said to be 
barred from taking first place for 
with the large entry it was expect- 
ed that any school winning 15 points 
or more would be in line for 
the 


championship. 


Some of the best individual track 


men in the state were among the 
entries. In the dashes, Brishinire of 
Evansville, who lias run the 100 in 
ten seconds; 
Cornelius of Manual 


Training, and Hcnring of Peters- 
burg, both winners last year, looked 
to be the best. 


A record will be broken, sO it was 


predicted, in the 
Iq.w hurdles by 


Geigcr of Princeton, who last Sat- 
urday lowered the state tune by two- 
fifths of a second. The Westfield 
high school colored hurdler. 
Arm- 


strong appeared the. speediest hurd- 
ler in the hurdles. 


In the quarter and half mile runs, 


Ballou of Washington, 
Powell of 


Franklin, and Zirnmer 
of 
Nobles- 


ville were doped as hard men to de- 
feat. In the mile, Powell of Frank- 
lin and Ilolderrnan of 
Gary 
were 


thought to be capable of furnishing 
a race that would threaten the state 
record. 


In the high and broad 
jumps, 


,EagIeson of Crawfordsville, Wood 
of Fairmount, and Cuttrill of Cen- 
tral Academy, were predicted win- 
ners. Eagleson was looked on as an 
almost sure winner in the broad 
jump.

Supreme Court Holds That Mer- 


chants May Hold Sales For Few 


Days Elsewhere in County. 


STATUTE 
CONSTITUTIONAL 


But it is Intended to Curb Activi- 


ties of Irresponsible Vendors 


of Merchandise. 


The .state supreme court has held 


that a merchant, having a regular 
store within the county, may adver- 
tise and conduct .sales for a few 
days at temporary quarters in oth- 
er towns in the county without be- 
ing compelled to pay the license fee 
required of transient merchants. 


The decision is made in reversing 


the Posey circuit court i'or holding 
that the treasurer of Gibson county 
could collect the 'transient merchant 
license fee from the Harding & Mil- 
ler Music Company, of 
Kvansvillc, 


i'or conducting a temporary sale at 
the town of llauhstadt, in 
Gibson 


county. It was shown thrt the com- 
pany maintained a branch store at 
Princeton, but would engage a room 
at a small town for a week or more 
and conduct a sale, giving musical 
entertainments and 
showing 
their 


pianos, selling to as many custom- 
ers as they could during the sale 
and directing the visitors to 
their 


main store in Evansvillc and their 
branch store in Princeton. 


Tiie supreme court in considering 


the case holds that 
the 
transient 


merchant statute is 
constitutional 


and a proper exercise of the police 
power to eurb the activities of ir- 
responsible vendors of merchandise, 
but that it can not be applied to a 
person or firm having an establish- 
ed place of 
business 
within 
the 


county. 
.•In relation to the 
evils 
of 
the 


transient merchant and the right of 
the state to curl) them, the supreme 
court quotes from another case the 
following languages: 


"The transient merchant has no 


fixed place of business, but migrates 
from town to town, remaining only 
long enough to dispose of his stock 
of goods. lie is usually a stranger 
in the community where he offers his 
goods and makes his sales and is 
often wholly irresponsible. 
Tempt- 


ing advertisements and extravagant 
representations in regard 
to 
the 


character of his stock and the price 
at which it will be sold are calcula- 
ted to create -excitement and to de- 
ceive the unwary, who are general- 
ly without redress for the imposi- 
tions practiced upon them." 


The supreme court holds that the 


above language does not apply to a 
merchant with an established busi- 
ness, in the county, and reverses the 
Posey circuit court i'or refusing to 
enjoin the county treasurer 
from 


collecting the tax from 
the music 


company.
